COMPULSORY ENGLISH 


American communities, say s Magistrate Cobb 
of New York City , make it too easy for foreigners 
to get along in this country without learning hng- 
lish. There are too many notices translated for them 
into their nativ e languages, too many newsp ap ers 
p rinted for them., too many interp reters ready to help 
them, and there is too much legal tolerance ol their 
failure to Americanize their sp eech. 
In no oilier country , he say s, is ignorance of the 
language so tolerated, 
in Europ ean countries gen­ 
erally , a residence of two y ears is sup p osed to equip 
an alien to sp eak the language in court and elsewhere. 
In London, with its grout foreign p op ulation, the 
p olice courts hav e no interp reters as wc hav e in our 
cities. 
★ 
The magistrate suggests that there ought hi be 
an amendment to the immigration laws making a for­ 
eign resident subject to dep ortation unless he acquires 
a sp eaking knowledge of the English language within 
fiv e y ears. It has been suggested that p ossibly that 
would he a little too drastic; we think two y ears 
would he long enough. But surely it would be justi­ 
fiable to refuse naturalization p ap ers to any alien 
who has not taken the trouble to learn the rudiments 
of the language, and to set some time limit on the 
p eriod of tolerance for all aliens who neglect alike 
to learn English and seek American citizenship . 
If, in the p ast, Americans themselv es hav e been 
much to blame for the slowness of aliens to Amer­ 
icanize their sp eech, their thinking and their manner 
of life, that is true no longer. There is now, and will 
be hereafter, little ex cuse for the alien who p ersists 
in the most obv ious and conclusiv e ev idence of alien- 
kmi—the ex clusiv e use of a foreign language.

English kill their babies fifteen times as fast as the 
war kills men. The Germans are worse. The Italians 
are worse again. 
1 he Russians p erhap s worst of 
all. I don’t know ex actly where the Americans come

“I am not forgetting the p oor little slav es in the 
cotton mills of Carolina on whose behalf I am p re­ 
p ared to solicit, not shoes and socks, but fire from 
heav en; hut the moral is that if America Wants to 
rescue children from p ov erty and slav ery she had 
better look at home, and not sup p ly another sup er­ 
fluous demonstration of the fact that the ey es of a 
fool are in the ends of the earth.” 
This is sharp sp eech. But is it not justified ? Is 
it not rather hy p ocritical to giv e to children abroad 
with the right hand while with the left we driv e our 
own children into that semi-starv ation which te worse 
than death because it unfits for life without releasing 
from life’s obligation-? 
Giv ing to children in the war-torn districts 
seems not only right but necessary at the p resent 
time. 
But it is no rea>on for neglecting our own. 
The injunction to “let not the left hand know what 
the right hand doeth” was not meant to giv e one hand 
an ex cuse for doing things of which either should be 
ashamed.

The Jew ish population in the United States is inter­ 
esting in connection with the Zionist movement. It would 
be a calamity for the civilized world, commercially and 
intellectually, if that Zionist movement took all the Jews 
to live in one place. 
But you learn that from New York 
city you might take ten times as many Jew’s as could 
live comfortably in Jerusalem and have a million. 
For 
the average citizen, Zionism is an interesting, patriotic 
and religious movement, not a menace to general com­ 
mercial prosperity or radical thought. 


Narrow-minded human beings, ninety per cent of 
them half-way failures, who hate the Jews, would be 
amazed if they could realize what a million Jew s have 
done to improve general conditions, political and social, 


in the city of New York. 
The late “ Little Tim ” Sullivan, who knew’ New York 
well and helped to rule in Tammany, said shortly before 


he died: 
“ You can’t satisfy Jew s by giving them jobs on the 
public pay roll with no work to do. 
You’ve got to give 
them clean streets and better schools especially.” 
Richard Croker, the most pow’erful political ruler 
that New Y’ork ever had, said that the Jew s had entirely 
changed the problem of organization in politics. 
“ Y’ou 
can’t organize them or control them,” he said. 
“ You've 
not to give them better city government. 
If you think 
you’ve got them on any other basis you’ll soon find that 
you haven’t. 
They won’t stay put.” 
The Roman governors learned ahead of Croker that 


Jew s won't stay put. 
There are nine cities in the United States each con­ 
taining within itslf a bigger Jew ish city than ancient 
Jerusalem. 
After New York with a million and a half, 
comes Chicago, with two hundred and twenty-five thou­ 
sand: 
Philadelphia, with two hundred thousand, and 
Cleveland, with one hundred thousand Jew ish inhabitants. 
The United States is a little more than three per cent 
Jewish. And every unit in the three per cent is busy. 
Let any race or religious bigot who thinks that there 
are too many 
happened to 
driven out. 
The two countries wore about as dead as a 
factory without an engine, find they have stayed dead.

spector of Orange county , has issued 
the following: 
Since the advent of "liquid gas" in 
the fumigation 
of 
citrus 
trees 
in 
Southern California, many 
questions 
have naturally been asked as to the 
safety of the gas, the efficiency 
of 
the gas, cost of it and many others, 
so it is with a sense of indebtedness 
to the public, that all the 
available 
information may be given out which 
is at this time possible. 
The idea of liquid gas is not exact­ 
ly a new idea, as it has been Used in 
South America for a number of y ears, 
but never in 
California 
until 
two 
y ears ago, when the Dingle BrQthers 
first put the material on the market 
in commercial lots. 
Last season their plant, located at 
Azusa, turned out over 40(H) cases of 
cy anide liquefied into the gas. 
Just a little in explanation 
as 
to 
method of manufacture: 
The sodium 
cy anide and the sulphuric 
acid 
are 
properly combined at the factory to 
generate the ordinary 
hy dro-cy anic 
acid gas the sgme as that which is 
given off from* the 
cy anofumer, 
or 
that which is generated from the old 
pot sy stem which was 
used 
before 
there was such a thing as a 
cy ano­ 
fumer in use. 
This gas then 
is 
re­ 
tained in drums and pipes and is eas­ 
ily liquefied, in which form it conies 
out 
as 
solution, 
much 
resembling 
milky water in appearance, y et hav­ 
ing the natural odor of hy dro cy anic 
acid gas. 
I ’pon coming 
in 
contact 
with the air this liquid is rapidly gasi­ 
fied. 
In actual use 
the 
liquid 
is 
spray ed out through 
nozzles, 
which 
break it up into a fine mist, which 
aids in gasify ing it. 
In the use of liquid gas the experi­ 
mental stage has been passed 
Long 
ago, and by comparison it is as far 
ahead of the cy anofumer as the cy an­ 
ofumer was ahead of the old pot sy s­ 
tem, so it is easy to 
see 
that 
the 
"new method” of "liquid gas” 
is 
a 
certain tjiing come to stay , or at least 
come to replace any method hereto­ 
fore used in 
fumigation 
of 
citrus 
trees. 
Among the features in favor of the 
liquid gas method, one which is es­ 
pecially of advantage to 
fumigators 
is the fact that with this there 
is 
and can be no tent burning, for there 
is no handling of 
acid, 
neither 
is 
there any residue. Another feature is 
the absence of a horse, which makes 
it possible to do work 
in 
orchards 
where there are crops of 
beans 
or 
other plants which could not permit 
an animal and cart. 
Many other ad­ 
vantages 
also 
are 
claimed 
which 
need not be mentioned here. 
The fact that over 200 outfits 
in 
Southern California are now using the 
new method, attest to the favor 
in 
which it is held. 
Before the beginning of the pres­ 
ent. season R. 
S. 
Woglum, 
special 
field agent for the department of ag­ 
riculture, was appealed to 
to 
come 
down to Orange county and conduct 
experiment work along lines of fumi­ 
gation and espety ally 
to 
determine 
positively the relative value 
of 
the 
new method of liquid gas as compar­ 
ed to the old sy stems. 
This work is 
now in progress and will be contin­ 
ued y et for some ^nonths to come be­ 
fore any complete « attempts 
to 
sum­ 
marize the experiments will be given. 
Just now the work is being done on 
the Hewes ranch, the Hewes company 
having "loaned” as it were, its entire 
ranch for the necessary experimental 
work. 
Here the liquid gas machines 
may be seen in actual work any night 
y et for possibly a month. 
Just how 
the tests for accuracy are made are 
also shown, how the material is han­ 
dled, and much other information al­ 
so may be gotiW \>S a visit 
to 
the 
groves where the method 
is 
being 
used. 
: 
In a short time Mr. 
Woglum 
will 
have an article in the 
press 
about 
the relative killing 
possibilities 
of 
the liquid gas as seen from the re­ 
sults thus far received from the work 
conducted on this season’s work 
in 
Orange county . Without 
attempting 
to make any statements as to actual 
percentage of scale killed so far it 
is sufficient at .this time to state that 
the results with the gas are 
highly 
satisfactory and 
will 
probably 
run 
higher than results from 
any 
other 
method. 
The Hewes company makes the in­ 
vitation general to any one interested 
to visit the outfits and thus satisfy 
themselves as U> the merits- of 
the 
sy stem..

The people of 
the United States 
were surprised to hear that one of the 
results of the recent primary election 
was to leave the Demo cratic party of 
California without a candidate for gov­ 
ernor. The law permits each aspirant 
to solicit the no minatio n fo r the office 
he seeks from mo re than one political 
party at the same time; but one of 
the five Republican 
candidates, in thus 
seeking the 
Demo cratic nomination, 
tripped over the intricacies of the pri­ 
mary law and mugged the Democratic 
candidates down with him. 
May or Ralph of San Francisco re­ 
ceived the highest uumber of Demo­ 
cratic votes and would therefore or­ 
dinarily become the nominee of the 
Democratic party for governor; 
but 
he failed to land the nomination of 
his own—the Republican—party , and 
for that reason the law declares him 
ineligible to receive the nomination 
from any other party . 
There is not 
only no provision in the law lor a 
second choice, but the law bafs any 
one who failed to get first place, from 
running as an independent candidate 
for the same office at the ensuing elec­ 
tion. 
Thus both the first and second 
choice of the Democratic voters are 
rendered abortive and the party is left 
without a candidate forfgovernor. 
It is reported that thdse interested 
in the nomination of Rolph, the wets, 
the I. W. W.’s and the holders of sine­ 
cures generally , will appeal 
to 
the 
supreme court in his behalf, while the 
simon-pure Democrats 
will 
ask 
the 
said court to declare Heney to be the 
true nominee of 
their 
party . 
But, 
judging by the action 
of 
the 
same 
court in 19 12, when the 
Progressives 
crowded 
the 
national 
Republican 
ticket off the ballot, 
the 
supreme 
court will probably say that, admitting 
the law is bad, the court is not the 
legislative 
department 
and 
cannot 
therefore change the law or negative 
its operation. 
About the only course 
that seems to offer any relief is for the 
Democrats to select a candidate, who 
did not run at the 
recent 
primary 
election, and file nomina.tion 
papers 
for him as an independent, containing 
10,460 signatures, on or before Sep­ 
tember 26, 19 18. 
This would be quite 
an undertaking, since no one wty o vot­ 
ed at the primary can sign such pa­ 
pers. 
A simple and effective 
prevention 
against such complications arising in 
the future would be (o prohibit the 
crossing of party lines in nominating 
candidates for office. 
Why shouldn’t 
partisan 
nominations 
be 
confined 
strictly within the parties of the re­ 
spective candidates? 
Whoever heard 
of an athletic club picking its captain 
from an opposing club just prior to a 
contest between the two? When the 
Allies were choosing a generalissimo 
for their armies, did any one suggest 
Ludendorff for the position? 
Doesn’t 
the law require the directors of a cor­ 
poration to be stockholders of such 
corporation? Is it a common practice 
for a church of one denomination to 
choose a pastor from another denom­ 
ination? 
If every other organization 
finds it necessary to choose its officers 
or other representatives, from its owr. 
membership, why shouldn’t 
political 
parties do the same? 
There are other objectionable pro­ 
visions in the primary law, such as 
constituting the state convention of 
each political party out of the nomi­ 
nees of that party and allowing said 
nominees to anpoint the members of 
their respective central committees; 
but perhaps the worst feature of the 
law is the secret ballot, which, like 
charity , "covers a multitude of sins.” 
By it large numbers of voters are able 
to register in other parties than their 
own to help nominate weak candidates 
for such parties and then help to de­ 
feat them by voting their own party 
tickets at the ensuing Election. 
This 
is no imaginary objection, conjured up 
to discredit the primary sy stem, but 
it is a fundamental defeat that is be­ 
ing taken advantage of to a greater 
or less extent at every election. Every 
discriminating person has seen 
such 
tricky politics 
succeed 
within 
the 
range of his own observation, and all 
must remember the capture of the Re­ 
publican party by the Progressives in 
19 12 and 19 16. 
Let any unprejudiced 
person compare the party registration 
with the party vote, since the primary 
law went into effect, and then explain 
the discrepancy , without blaming the 
law, if he can. 
Confining the nomination 
of 
each 
candidate to the party with which he 
is affiliated, would not only prevent 
the complications that 
have 
arisen 
this y ear, but it would shut out the 
nominees of one party from becoming

members of the convention of any 
other party that #night 
be 
foolish 
enough to endorse them—a very de­ 
sirable change. But the change should 
go further; the nominees should also 
be shut out from participating in their 
o f n party convention and be relieved 
from the responsibility of naming the 
members of their party state central 
committee. 
While in a general sense 
these nominees, if elected, become the 
representatives of the whole people in 
their respective offices, y et in a par­ 
ticular sense, as beneficiaries of the 
parties that elected them, they are ac­ 
countable to such parties 
for 
their 
conduct in office. Hence, instead of a] 
lowing the nominees of each party to 
form a state convention and formulate 
rules to govern themselves and 
the 
rest of the party , the law should per­ 
mit the county conventions to elect 
the delegates to the state conventions 
and thus extend 
the 
authority , 
de­ 
rived from the rank and file of the par­ 
ties, up to the state conventions and 
thereby keep the party organizations 
free from the domination of the office­ 
holders. 
Thus most of the minor defects ir 
the law can be remedied; but I see n< 
way to close the door against fraud 
afforded by the secret ballot, except 
by doing away with such ballot ir 
making the nominations. 
Some of tht 
United States senators have been in 
discreetly clamoring for “pitiless pub­ 
licity ” in all war work; 
but 
surelj 
there can be no good reason for se 
crecy in selecting 
party 
candidates 
for the various, offices. 
The method 
of making nominations 
practiced 
ii 
the large contentions, by calling the 
roll of delegations and requiring the 
chairman of each to orally report the 
vote of his delegation, allows no roou 
for “funny business,” and y et it leaver 
the whole field open for the voters tr 
choose from at the final election. Un 
less some such method, of fastening 
responsibility on those who make the 
nominations, can be embodied in the 
primary law, the law had better be 
repealed.
